csiuah 21 km (13 miles) north of 
downtown Victoria, and 20 km 
(121/2 miles) south of the Vancouver- 
Victoria ferry terminal at Swartz Bay. 
Sight-seeing companies offer tours daily (except in winter) 
directly from downtown Victoria and Vancouver. BC Transit 
offers frequent service to The Gardens. See Yellow Pages 
under ‘Bus Lines’. Southern Vancouver Island is served by 
frequent daily ferry sailings on six routes from Vancouver and 
Washington State year-round, catamaran from Seattle, and by 
frequent daily flights (airplane & helicopter) from Vancouver 
and Seattle. 


From Victoria: @ North to Brentwood-Butchart Gardens turn- 
off. Left onto Keating X Rd. and follow 51/2 km (31/2 miles) to 
The Butchart Gardens. 


From Vancouver-Victoria Ferry: © South to Airport- 
Brentwood turn-off. Right on McTavish Rd., to @ . 

Left on & and follow south 9 km (51/2 miles) to junction 

of Benvenuto/Keating X Rd. Right on Benvenuto and follow 
2 km (11/4 miles) to The Butchart Gardens. 


These routes offer easy access from: Anacortes ferry terminal 
in Sidney; Nanaimo (via Victoria); Victoria Clipper and MV 
Coho ferry terminals in Victoria; Victoria International Airport.
